This was that 
Huerta must salute the American flag 4s 
reparation for the indignity in the arrest 
of American marines last week. 

Administration officials declared that 
temporizing so far as Huerta is concerned 
is at an end. 

The battleships Vermont, Arkansas. 
New Jersey, New Hampshire and Dela- 
Ware are at Hampton reads. The de- 
stroyers Benham, Cummings, Wright, 
Cassin and Parker are also at Hampton 
roads. The battleships Kansas, Michi- 
gan, Illinois and Missouri are at Phila- 
delphia. The battleships North Dakota, 
Washington, Ohio, Wyoming and Louis- 
jana are at New York. 

All of these battleships and destroy- 
ers, which comprise the entire Atlantic 
fleet under command of Rear Admiral 
Badger, will get under way as rapidly as 
possible. 

All of the warships in the Atlantic 
fleet have been coaled and ready to move 
for a considerable time. They will set 
forth on their mission in a few hours. 

Rear Admirals Mayo and Fletcher are 
now at Veracruz and Tampico. When 
Rear Admiral Badger arrives it is he- 
lieved Admiral Fletcher will be in charge. 
Rear Admiral. Howard is in charge on 
the Pacific coast. 

The battleships at Philadelphia and 
Hampton roads, it is believed, will be 
ready to raise anchors tonight or early 
tomorrow morning. 

Secretary of State Bryan had just 
concluded presenting the Chinese ambas- 
sador to President Wilson when he was 
told of the statement issued by the navy 
department and asked for an explana- 
tion. When asked to explain, he said: 

“Il eannot tell you anvthing more at 
this particular time. Naturally you can 
guess the reason for our action.” 

The navy department stated that the 
trip of the squadrons from Philadelphia 
and Norfolk to Tampico will require 
about eight days. 

President Wilson early today had 
ealled into conference Secretary of 
State Bryan, Special Envoy John Lind, 
Rear Admiral Victor Blue, acting secre- 
tarv of the navy. and Solicitor Johnson 
of the state department.

At that time 34 women’s societies were 
comprised in the league; today there are 
1550 societies and associations helonging 
to it, with a membership numbering alto- 
gether more than half a million. Frau 
Stritt said the league had considerably 
promoted the development of women in 
all branches of life; the ideal side of the 
movement being even more valuable 
than the material gain, and the league, 
by the very fact of its existence, proved 
the unity of German women. 

She concluded her speech by stating 
that she hoped to see the woman’s move- 
ment grow to such a state of perfection 
that it would cease to be solely a wo- 
men’s movement, but would become a 
movement for the Inygual elevation of 
men and women. The league follows no 
party politics, but seeks to extend the 
intellectual horizon of women by united 
organization and to further the emanci- 
pation of women in every legitimate way. 
Suffrage is of course a desired end, but 
militancy is not advocated. 

Dr. Alice Salomon, Dr, Gertrude Bau- 
mer, Frau Bensheim, Fraulein Anna Pap- 
pritz and others prominent in the cause 
of women's progress are on the executive 
committee at + present time. .

advocating certain reforms in Roman 
Catholic church government. The policy 
of the Kuryer Polski has also been pur- 
sued by a Polish daily published in Chi- 
cago, the Dziennik Narodowy, called in 
English the Polish Nationai Daily. 

Among the reforms asked for in ad- 
ministrative affairs have been: Changes 
in the parochial schools, or else accorded 
the “indisputable right to send Polish 
children to, and educate them in, the 
public schools”; and right of the people 
to representation for taxation, and other 
reforms in the financial administration 
of Polish Roman Catholic congregations. 
They also ask the appointing of Polish 
bishops, affording selit-government of the 
Polish Catholics under reasonable  sov- 
ereignty. 

To aid in the accomplishment of the 
reforms sought, the publisher of the 
Kuryer Polski in 1911 began organizing a 
“Federation of Polish Catholic Laymen.” 
This organization and the attitude of the 
‘Kuryer Polski and Dziennik "Narodowy 
‘was regarded by the archbishop and the 
bishops named ‘as an attack upon the 
‘church and an effort to secure ecclesias- 
| tical independence; and there followed 
‘in February, 1912, a pastoral letter over 
their Signatures setting forth at some 
‘length their views in the case and refer- 
|ring to the papers as “publications great- 
‘ly injurious to Catholic faith and disci- 
pline, and falling under the rules and 
prohibitions of the Roman Index.” 


The Pastoral Letter 


Catholics were directed not “to read, or 
keep or subscribe to, or write for the 
Kuryer Polski and Dziennik Narodowy,” 
80 long as these papers “continued their 
present course and attitude in ecclesias- 
tical affairs.” Moreover, they also for- 
bade any Catholic within their province 
to join the American Federation of Pol- 
ish Catholic Laymen. 

It was requested that the pastoral 
letter be read on Sunday in all the 
churches where Polish Catholics worship. 

Following the filing of the claim for 
damages, Archbishop Messmer was cited 
to appear before the court commission- 
ers (in accordance with section 4096, 
Wisconsin statutes, known as the “dis- 
covery statute”). An injunction was 
secured by the archbishop against the 
examination on the ground that the 
“banning” of the Polish paper was a

In 1912 statistics show that out of 
29.000,000 Poles, 4,000,000 reside in the 
United States. Pennsylvania contains 
more than 20 per cent of these The 
largest number in any one city, 400,000, 
is to be found in Chicago; in Wisconsin 
there are 275,000, and in Milwaukee 80,- 
000. 

The Polish press of America is grouped 
as follows: Nine dailies, four of them 
in Chicago, two in Milwaukee, two in 
Buffalo and one in Detroit; 47 weekly, 
semi-weekly and monthly. Polish 
churches (estimated): 700 Roman Cath- 
olic, 50 Indpendent Catholic and 30 
Protestant.

TEMPORARY FINISH FOR WALLS 


Advice regarding the choice of colors 


In the new house, walls.that cannot 
be finished until the settling period is 
over, need not remain white, as so many 
people think necessary. The simplest 
expedient of all, says the Chicago Inter 


Ocean, is to leave the walls in their 


soft gray rough . plaster, and later on 
when the final decoration is to be done 
finish with smooth white plaster. The 
finish will harmonize well with dark 
woodwork. If the furniture is of a 
very fine grade, another treatment is ad- 
visable;.some of the cheaper grades of 


flat toned paints can be applied easily, 
and repay one for the slight expense. 

There are various preparations for 
this work. The colors are endless, but 
it is well to keep to a medium shade, as 
very pronounced colors require a hint 
of texture which a tinted wall will not 
give. As a rule it is best to keep to 
one color for the ground floor, using va- 
rious tints, while the bedrooms may 
have a variety of distinct color. 

A color scheme which is favored is 
green and its tones,’used in a succession 
of rooms, deepening or lessening the 
tone, with an olive green for the light- 
est shade. You may use a more posi- 
tive green with white woodwork, If the 
woodwork is of brown, willow green, 
this in combination with cowslip yellow 
in the furnishings, is charming. 

The color most successful for an entire 
floor is tones of brown, beginning with 


“la warm tone of tan, then golden brown, 


a cool tan, with one room in a clear 
bright yellow. If this color is used in 
the dining room it will make a charming 
combination with white woodwork and 
blue china. The slightly greenish yellow 
called citrine is most effective with 
weathered oak and chine of a positive 
coloring. In choosing tones for this 
scheme it must be remembered that the 
cool browns and tans are fret as satis- 
factory in cheap tint as those in which 
a good deal of yellow is used. 

Blue is a difficult color to manage, 
and more so in tint than in stronger 
color. The wall paper in medium blue 
may have ite uses, but the tinted wall

WHAT ALLCOOKS SHOULD KNOW 


How to avoid mstakes in the kitchen 


—_ 


Writing on “Mistakes in the Kitchen” 


‘in Good Housekeeping, Mrs. Rorer says: 


Good juicy beef is frequently spoiled in 
the baking because so many people put 
it into a pan, sprinkle it with salt, thus 
drawing out its juices, add water, hot 
or cold, indiscriminately, and at last 
put it into an oven not properly heated. 
The result lacks flavor and tenderness; 
it is dry and tongh. The correct way 
is to put the béef in a dry pan, resting 
it on the bones, fat side up. Run it 
into a hot oven and sear it quickly on 
the outside; this retains the juices. 
When it is partly done, dust it care- 
fully with salt. Keep the oven hot for 
20 or 30 minutes, then cool it to about 
240 degrees, and cook 15 minutes to 
each pound if the roast is large. Baste 
it with the fat in the pan. 

Boiled meats also gre spoiled in many 
households. As often as not they are 
put in a little water, hot or cold as it 
happens, brought to a boil and boiled 
furiously until they are’ wanted. The 
proper way is.to drop the meat down 
into a kettle of, boiling water, boil it 
rapidly for 15 or 20 minutes, then push 
it to the back of the stove, where it 
cannot possibly boil again, but will main- 
tain an even temperature of 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit; boil 20 minutes to each 
pound of meat. Meat so treated will 
be juicy and tender.

performances innumerable every season 
by pedagogues who seek refreshment 
from finger practise in reading music for 
the music’s sake. Such compositions are 
necessarily of more interest to those who 
write them and to those who play them 
than to those who sit by and listen. 
For, while they lend themselves comfort- 
ably to the desire for meditation which 
artists at times feel, they do not call 
out in full strength those powers of com- 
munication wherewith artists do their 
greatest service. 

But hearers can get much pleasure out 
of these works if they will take the right 
attitude toward them. They must put 
themselves into a meditative mood and 
think in the direction of the music rather 
than suffer the currents of thinking to 
set from the music to them. 

When.a great composer arranges a 
piece of his own music for four hands, he 
is a composer no longer. He is only a 
transcriber, and sometimes he shows no 
better than a minor composer in the 
same character. If Debussy arranges his 
“Faun” more satisfactorily to himself 
than another could arrange it, he is only 
Debussy in recreation. He is Debussy 
the craftsman, not Debussy the origin- 
ator. 

As a rule compositions for two pianos 
are simply piano pieces with twice as 
many notes as those for one piano. There 
is no differentiation of one instrument 
from the other. There is nothing of the 
duet about them. But the music of 
Converse with which the program of 


‘|Monday began did set off the first piano 


against the second. There was contrast 
of voices.

GOVERNOR WALSH PROCLAIMS 
APRIL 25 TO BE ARBOR DAY 


Executive Urges People of Massachusetts to Unite in Ef- 
fort to Further Beautify State by Planting Trees and 
Shrubs and Preserving the Forests 


Governor Walsh today issued a proc- 


lamation designating Saturday, April 25, 
as Arbor day. In the official edict the 
Governor urges the people of the com- 
monwealth to make this a banner year 
for tree-planting in Massachusetts, and 
recommends that the entire month be 


observed as Arbor month. 

Following is given the Governor’s 
proclamation complete: 

For the purpose of impressing upon 
our people the necessity of making 
Massachusetts a more beautiful and 
attractive state in which to live, our 
laws provide that once a year the Gov- 
ernor shall set aside a day to be known 
as Arbor day, and I now designate as 
such, Saturday, the twenty-fifth day of 
April next, 

Since no single day in any year is 
likely to afford suitable tree-planting 
weather and conditions for all of the 
various localities and elevations of our 
state, and because it is proposed to make 
1914 a banner year for. tree-planting in 
Massachusetts, I would advise that the 
entire month be accepted popularly as 
Arbor month. | 

In the planting of trees there is an 
opportunity for the individual citizen 
to render a useful public service. It is 
a wise public policy to improve local 
surroundings for future generations; 
there is nothing that marks the social 
and educational dignity of the com- 


munity more than well-kept shade and 
forest trees. 

Let us, therefore, dedicate this day to 
the planting of trees and shrubs in the 
highways, parks, schoolgrounds and 
shadeless home lots of the common- 
wealth. Let the teachers in our schools 
and colleges impress upon their pupils 
that this day is set aside to emphasize 
the importance of conservation and re- 
forestation; that the planting of forest 
trees and shrubbery adds to the ma- 
terial wealth of the state as well as to 
the esthetic taste of all the people; that 
the careless setting of fires results in an 
enormous annual waste; that the post- 
ing of advertisements on trees in the 
highway is a public wrong; that it is 
the duty of every citizen to assist in 
making Massachusetts more beautiful 
and attractive; and that especially dur- 
ing these days, when nature is awaken- 
ing the earth, each person by the mere 
planting of a tree or shrub, can add to 
the attractiveness and beauty with 
which Massachusetts is so abundantly 
blessed.

The present strength of the regular 
army, exclusive of state troops, irregular 
forces and volunteer organizations, is 
200,000 according to the existing au- 
thorization.

PLANNING FOR PANAMA FAIR 


WASHINGTON—Dr. George C. Haven- 


‘ner, chief clerk of the department of 
‘commerce, having been appointed to rep- 


resent that department at the San Fran- 
cisco exposition next year, the work of 
preparing the departmental exhibit at 
the exposition will go forward with ra- 
pidity. Instructions have been given 
by Dr. Havenner to the various com- 
merce bureaus to proceed at once with 
the work of assembling their exhibits, 
and this work has already been com- 
menced. 

The fish commission will have the larg- 
est exhibit. It will include aquariums, 
fish hatcheries, sponge cutting, an ex- 
hibit showing the pearl button industry, 
Alaskan fisheries including the fur in- 
dustry, and modeis and forms of all 
kinds of fishing apparatus. 

The bureau of standards will have an 
exhibit of the methods of measurement, a 


modern weight and measures outfit, par- 
ticularly for the instruction of state and 
city sealers of weights and measures, 
and an exhibit of structural materials 
and the methods of testing them. 

From the coast and goodetic survey 
will be an exhibit showing the methcds 
of collecting data for charts, etc. 

The department of commerce has been 
allotted $57,000 of the government fund 
for exhibition purposes, which has been 
apportioned among the bureaus named 
above in an equitable manner. The fish 
commission has been given $25,000, or 
almost one’ half of that amount. The 
bureau of standards comes next with 
$12,000, and then come the census bureau 
with $6000, the lighthouse bureau with 
$5000, the coast and geodetic survey 
with $4000, the bureau of navigation 
with $1000, the bureau of foreign and 


domestic commerce with $1000, etc.

GROWING HOMESTEAD DEMAND 
BRINGS OUT LARGE AREAS 


Secretary Lane Has Designated 600,000 Acres in Eastern | 
Oregon to Be Opened for Entry—Extensive Pro- 
ject Involves 2,470,000 Acres in Montana 


WASHINGTON—Secretary Lane of the 
interior department during the past few 
weeks has recommended to the President 
several orders of restoration and with- 
drawal of public lands. The secretary 
has also opened to entry under the en- 
larged homestead act, large areas in the 
western states. 

The rapidly increasing demands for 
enlarged homesteads in Oregon is being 
met by designating additional areas as 
rapidly as the necessary investigations, 
can be made. Secretary Lane has re- 
cently designated more than 600,000 
acres in central and eastern Oregon, 
which will be opened to enlarged entry 
in the, near future, 

One of the largest recent designations 
is that of 2,470,000 acres in Montana. 
These lands will be opened to enlarged 
homestead entry within the next 30 
days. More than 1,500,000 acres are 
in the northern part of Fergus county. 

An order extending the provisions of 
the enlarged homestead act to 300,000 


acres of additional land in New Mexico 


has recently been approved by the secre- 
tary. 

One hundred and thirty acres in 
Arizona, mainly in Santa Cruz and 
Cochise counties, have been designated 


under the provisions of the enlarged | 


homestead act; 100,000 acres in Wyom- 
ing, principally in Laramie, Converse 
and Weston counties, have also been 
designated; 250,000 acres additional in 
North Dakota have been designated 
under the enlarged homestead act at 
the request of more than 60 petitioners, 
who live on or near the lands. 

On the recommendation of Secretary 
Lane the President has recently signed 
orders creating a public water reserve 
in Wyoming and another in the great 
basin region of northeast California. 

Secretary Lane has recommended the

STREET WIDTH AN ADVANTAGE. 


Editorial Commending the Example of Merchant W ho 
Set His Building Back 


” 


Because it is unusual, news value 
discovered in the action of a Spring- 
field, Mass., merchant, who in building 
a new business block set it back from 


the line of the two streets upon which 
it fronts. He is given credit for a de- 
gree of public spirit, and deserves it, 
but it is also pointed out that he great- 
ly helped the architectural effect of the 
building, gained added value for the 
window displays and promoted trade by 
making access to the store easy and at- 
tractive. It seems to be a case of help- 
ing the public and one’s self-interest at 
the same time, and the question as to 
which motive was the larger is not 
important. In this instance the mer- 
chant was one who has shown a public 
interest in various ways and would make 
some sacrifice-in any building plan that 
the public might gain; but his example 
may be commended to those who are 
solely concerned in their own advantage. 

The familiar course in city store 
planning is to discover the _ street 
line with great accuracy and to fit the 
wall to the boundary. Unfortunately in 
the older parts of eastern cities, which 
are the necessary locations of the stores, 
the streets are narrow and there is 
grudging allowance of width for side- 
walks, with the result that these are 
seldom sufficient for the people who 
want to use them. The show windows 
come to the edge of the walk, and what 
they display must be seen under some 
headway which the other people on the 
walk enforce by making it impossible for 
the one interested to stor 

It might interest the merchant to 
take observations and make a calcula- 
tion of the percentage of the advertis- 
ing value of the windows lost by the 
pressure that keeps the passer-by from 
tarrying even for a moment. He might 
find that there was further loss by the 
difficulty of getting to the door of the 
store through the sidevalk procession. 
In Boston’s Washington street, the per- 
son on the outer side of the walk has 
often, even generally, to tack into the 
store entrance, moving down the line 
in which he marches for a_ distance, 
slipping into the procession going the 
other way and by getting to the edge 
next the building gain a chance to slip 
into the store. Somewhat the same 
condition is found in any busy street, 
and the resistance to a direct entrance 
may be believed to reduce in a meagure 
the number of people who will enter. 

It would be agreed that the easier 
the way was made into a store the 
larger would be the number who would 
enter. Then the merchant would gain 
in the esteem of people by the display 
of interest that is proved by the wider 
walk, his gift to the public, and an ex- 
pression of his liberality. The reason- 
ing from one liberal act to a conclusion 
that the inside policy was liberal is nat- 
ural and may be counted to aid the 
business of the one to whose credit it 
operates. In this calculation the space 
given the people on the sidewalk is the 
most productive of any in the entire 
plan. 

The objection of the store owner ‘that 
the space given the public in additional 
sidewalk room was taken out of the 
front of the store, the most valuable in 
the whole plan, is somewhat overcome 
by the realization that it is really space 
taken from the back of the store. This 
seems obvious enough to be hardly 
worth discussing, but it has been found 
worthy of mention in the Springfield 
case, Almost any merchant would agree 
that the space at the rear of his store 
would be well used if it could be turned 
to account in inducing people to stop 
and study the windows and in leading’ 
them to come inside. That is just what 
is accomplished by setting back the 
front—the lessened space where it is 
least valuable is turned into a contri- 
bution to the business. 

Concern about the appearance of the 
street, its general character and its at- 
tractiveness might be expected of the 
merchant. As a matter of fact, it will 
generally be found to be very much in 
his thought. ' It is not, however, made 
evident when he takes the last possible 


is 


inch of space along a narrow street, 
depriving it of its attractiveness and 


making passage through it an expe- 
rience to be avoided by everybody who 
is not compelled to pass that way. The 
broadening at a single point might be 
thought not to help to general use of 
the street, but consultation with the 
people would lead to the discovery that 
the enjoyment of more sidewalk space 
even for a little way makes the street 
attractive. The people who are jostled 
and whose progress is held back by the 
number of others who have a faculty 
for getting in tae way are certain to 
appreciate the chance for a distance of 
even a single storefront to gain a little 
comfort and a little speed. They will 
not be indifferent to the enterprise of 
the merchant who has provided it; they 
will read his sign and remember him at 
a time when it will turn to his account 
to be remembered. 

A look ahead on the part of one prop- 
erty owner was responsible for the 
transformation of Tremont street in 
Boston from a crowded street that all 
the people avoided who could find an- 
other way. There the problem was the 
possible restoration of street car tracks, 
which had occupied the whole roadway, 
had been done away by the terms of 
the first subway act, but were wanted 
back by the Elevated company. The 
plea for a better street than was possi- 
ble under the old conditions was not ef- 
fective with the owners of the stores 
along its one side. They argued that 
the arrival of the thousands of people 
by the street cars that made the street 
the terminus of their runs had been and 
again would be valuable. B. F. Keith, 
the owner of the theater that had its 


entrance on the street, and interested 


as much as any other of the owners in 
bringing people to the neighborhood, 
urged that the street would develop 
more business by being made a better 
street. That time has proven him right 
is evident enough in the growth of busi- 
ness in the years that have followed 
and in the enlargement of the stores 
and the building of new and grander 
ones all along the way. It is a striking 
instance of the value of the street to 
the merchant and-the worth of making 
it as attractive as it is possible to make 
it. 
sible demonstration of the advantage 
of street space as a trade help. 

City: planning with its fine projects 
of great things may well enlist the mer- 
chant who is to build a new store. It 
might go beyond that to induce him to 
sacrifice the comparatively unprofitable 
space at the rear by turning it into 
street space, to be brought about by 
setting back the front for a few feet 
of addition to the sidewalk. MHelping 
the public, he would by the same act 
help himself—a happy coincidence.

| The bureau of corporations ‘ook the 
‘ground that, so far as the true invest- 
ment in property .was concerned, tie 
corporation up to close of 1910 has pro- 
vided more for depreciation than was 
factually necessary by about $38,200,000, 
The bureau, however, was discussing 
actual depreciation of physical properties 
and its findings in this particular had 
no reference as to what allowances should 
jbe made to offset increased capitaliza- 
| tion of certain of these properties on the 
| books of the corporation itself. 

_ In consideration of the steel] corpora 
tion's investment in fixed property and 
‘that a large portion of this investment 
| is in iron ore, fuel and.other materials, 
which are being exhausted at a rate of 
probably not more than 2 per cent a vear, 
together with large amount of capita! 
invested in railroads. the steel corpora- 
| tion should not be accused of stinting its 
| depreciation charges. 

Tn so far as ore holdings are concerned, 
ithe corporation, largely as a result of 
additional exploration work, seems to 
have as much iron ore in sight today as 
at any time since organization. This. 
notwithstanding that it has consumed 
over 200,000,000 tons since it began busi- 
‘ness. Last vear it consumed nearly 29.- 
000.000 tons. Exclusive of the Hill ore 
lease, which will be terminated at. the 
close of 1913, United Staes Steel is sup- 
posed to have available ore deposits in 
the Lake districts containing 900,000,000 
tons of ore. In the South it is estimated 
holdings are in the neighborhood of 
600,000,000; but, as is well known, this 
is low grade ore. If United States Steel 
depended entirely upon ore deposits it 
has already proved up, acquired in new 
ore property and uncovered in new ore 
deposits on its own lands, it would, 
theoretically, have sufficient ore to sup- 
ply demands of its blast furnaces for 
the next 35 vears. 

Stee] has spent many millions of dol- 
lars for acquisition of additional coal 
lands and is better fortified from the 
standpoint of fuel than when it began 
business. 


MARCH COTTON 
' CONSUMPTION 
IS INCREASED 


WASHINGTON—A report issued to- 
‘day by the bureau of the census shows 
‘that there were consumed during March 
493,774 running bales of cotton exclusive 
of linters, compared with 462,455 bales 
in March, 1913. The stock of cotton in 
manufacturing establishments as of 
March °81 was 1,704,439 bales against 1,- 


| 838,468 bales on the corresponding date 


in 1913, and in independent warehouses 
1,833,979 bales, contrasted with 1,790,526 
bales on the corresponding date a year 
ago. The exports, including linters, in 
March were 695,306 -running bales, 
against 372,073 running bales in March, 
1913. The imports in March were 30,846, 
equivalent 500-lb, bales, against 27,889 
bales in March, 1913. The number of cot- 
ton spindles active during March was 

31,137,004, against 30,575,028 in March, 
1913. 

The consumption of linters during 
March was 24,716 bales, against 23,118 
bales in March, 1913. The amount of 
linters held in manufacturing establish- 
ments as of March 31 was 103,471 bales, 
against 93,083 bales on the corresponding 
date in 1913, and in independent ware-

ALZAC, the great French author, was 

a colossal worker, he worked—ac- 
cording to Miss Mary F. Sandars, who 
has written his life—without interrup- 
tion at all times and at all seasons. His 
enormous laboriousness, she says, was 
always being spurred by his actual neces- 
sities. For the most part he was high 
spirited and optimistic, and some of his 
friends described him as childish in his 
capacity for enjoyment. But at other 
times the burdens he bore told somewhat 
heavily on his equanimity. In the Let- 
tres a l’Etrangere, in August, 1835, he 
writes to Madame Hanska: 

“Work, always work! Nights succeed 
nights, days of meditation succeed days 
of meditation, from execution to concep- 
tion, from conception to execution! Little 
money compared with what I want, much 
money compared with production. If 
each of my books were paid like those 
of Walter Scott, I should manage; but 
although well paid, | do not attain my 
goal. ...

HERE is a long street in the hideous 


new factory district of Shanghai 
| called Yangtsepoo road. It runs for 

‘miles between rows of squalid little 
| shops and tenements by the riverside.

‘you get the most complete picture of in-

| windows do not go out, says the New

| home-going gates and eye every worker 
‘for the bulges of stolen yarn, but the 
,night shift pours in unwelcomed by an 
unwatched gate. An overseer at the in- 
side door squints at each one narrowly 
and checks off a humble name. 

Those who are going out’ talk and 
jJaugh a little, but from those who are 
‘going in you can hardly hear a sound. 
What voices you do hear are women’s 
pand children’s voices; in this crowd there 
‘are not five men out of a hundred. These 
/are women and girls and young children, 
and for half a mile down this street 


stretch the great cotton factories where 
15,000 of them spend their lives. Most 
of them are country people, and you can 
see even in the dim light of the autumn 
evening their robust frames and clear, 
imperturbable eyes. As the last few 
stragglers dodge through the clanging 
gates there is another little crowd hud- 
dled outside. A Sikh constable speaks 
one word to them and they disappear 
into the night. They tomplete the pic- 
ture: they are applicants for jobs, sur- 
plus labor, the inevitable and invaluable 
unemployed.

FOUNTAIN PENS 


F fountain pens have not attained per- 

fection’ in the present day it is not 
because their youth warrants their in- 
discretions, for, according to a writer 
in the Pall Mall Gazette (London), this 
form of combined ink reservoir and pen 
has been in use for over 300 years. E. 
S. Bates in his “Touring in 1600” shows, 
he says, that travelers wrote with them 
at that time. In the following century 
they appear to have been in common 
use, a dictionary, published 1754, defining 
“fountain pen” as “a pen made of silver, 
brass, ete., contrived to contain a consid- 
erable quantity of ink, and let it flow out 
by degrees. . . . To use the pen the 
cover must be taken off, and the pen a 
little shaken, to make the ink run more 
freely.” British patents were obtained

FRANKLIN 


HE mission that first took Benjamin 

Franklin to England—after his boy- 
ish adventure on his own account—had 
to do with the proprietary rights of the 
Penn family in Pennsylvania. William 
Penn had been absolute proprietor of his 
lands with the function of (‘captain gen- 
eral,” and was virtually created a prince 
in America. He was to appoint judges 
ahd magistrates, had the right of pardon, 
and he had the power to appoint dep- 
uties and heirs to do these things after 
him, But he could lay no tax nor enact 
a law without the consent of the free- 
men of the Assembly of the province. 
He, however, sold great tracts of land at 
40 shillings per hundred acres—$10, or 
10 cents an acre!—but held over them a 
quitrent claim of 1 shilling per hundred 
acres. He also reserved manors and city 
lots, etc., to rent or hold for a rise in 
value. 

Philadelphia had ~ the time of Frank- 
lin become a city of more than 14,000 
inhabitants, and was a place of trade 
and shipping and the business center for 
a population of about 200,000. The pro- 
prietary control had passed to the two 
sons of William Penn, Thomas and 
Richard, and Thomas Penn possessed 
three fourths of the entire estate. They 
were not absolutely legislators of Penn- 
sylvania, but they were in a position to

Cubist Dining Room 


The dining room of 40 Wilton crescent, 
London, a house belonging to Lady 
Drogheda, has been decorated in cubist 
style by Wyndham Lewis, the great ex- 
ponent of cubism. The lighting of the 
room was designed to give full effeot 
to the decorative scheme adopted. A 
perfectly black ceiling surmounts walls 
paneled in black velvet, and ornamented 
with a bizarre freize on which a cubist 
pattern is carried out in vivid reds and 
greens. Below the freize vertical panels 
with a chevron design painted in ver- 
milion, and looking glasses, ten or more 
in number, and about three inches wide, 
are inserted as panels in the velvet hung 
walls. The artist’s theme rules the room, 
no ornament or objet de vertu is allowed 
to distract attention from it. He has 
heightened his effects and given point 
to his ideas with some adroitly placed 
pictures of his own paintings which rep- 
resent the very spirit of cubism and 
give a clue to the meaning of a cubist 
room.
